“GIANT”’ 


. We saw “Giant’’ the other 
night. The movie that has made 
such a stir. Its big. Big in every 
way. It’s the story of Texas all 
right, but that’s not all. It’s a 
commentary on the entire United 
States. Never before have we 
seen or heard the bigness and 
the smallness of America and 
Americans so graphically and 
correctly stated. We all are 
proud of progress, and we boast 
of equality. This story, as writ- 
ten so vividly by Edna Ferber, 
and enacted so well by a fine 
cast, reveals that equality is not 
yet real. It reveals in every one 
of us the true state of our pre- 
judices. So often when it comes 
to racial equality, we champion 
a cause but insert the provi- 
sion, ‘‘but’’. We enjoyed tre- 
mendously this great movie, and 
are grateful for the self analysis 
it provoked. ‘Giant’ presented 
many prototype Texans, but it 
mirrored more of just ‘‘average 
America” than we like to admit.

We 
didn’t realize how quickly, and 
how dated we have become until 
a week or so ago.

No Comment On Why 
Chief ‘Failed’ In Job 


Silence prevails in the ‘‘east’’ 
end of the city hall concerning 
the incidents leading up to the 
resignation of Police Chief R'alph 
H. Palmer, 

In recent years, members of 
Upland city council. have had 
“conferences” with Chief 
Palmer concerning his leader- 
ship in the department. Sugges- 
tions have been officially made 
to him from the councilmen over 
a period of years. 

In an “executive’’ meeting of 
the councilmen with. Chief 
Palmer on March 1, the officials 
reportedly outlined two alterna- 
tives for him to follow in order 
for him to retain his full retire- 
ment standing in financial 
benefits. One suggestion was to 
“accept” and “request”? reduc- 
tion to the rank of lieutenant. 


TEMPORARY CHIEF 
TO BE APPOINTED 


Prior to the appointment of a 
successor to Ralph H. Palmer 
as head of the Upland police de- 
partment; the Upland city coun- 
cil plans to make a temporary 
appointment. 

(City Manager Elwin Alder to- 
day has instructions to make a 
recommendation on a temporary 
basis. This selection is sched- 
uled to be made prior to Mr. 
Palmer’s retirement and the 
temporary appointment may 
continue until the new police 





(chief is on the job. 


This was later amended to the 
rank of captain at his present 
$542: a month salary. A second 
alternative was for him to ac- 
cept his retirement at present, 
Chief Palmer is.two years away 
from compulsory retirement due 
to age. 


Since all permanent Upland 
city employes have job secutity, 
it is reported the Upland coun- 
cilmen were prepared to take 
the matter to° an established 
“hearing board”’ if Chief Palmer 
had chosen to insist on keeping 
his ‘present position. During such 
a hearing, the councilmen would 
have been required to officially 
present their reasons for asking 
for a change in status. 


“We have the highest regard 
for Mr. Palmer as a police of- 
ficer,’’ Mayor E. Tweed Stone 
said yesterday. ‘‘We realize he 
is very popular. We. believe, 
however, that he has failed to 
properly adminster the depart- 
ment.”’ ; 

(Mr. Stone epressed re pre- 
ference in leaving the situation 
where it now stands, rather 
than to make specific references 
to Mr. Palmer’s record as @ 
departmental .leader and ad- 
ministrator. 

Following the recent executive 
council meeting, the officials set 
March 12 as the time for a 
decision from Chief’. Palmer as 
to his course of action. Mr. 
Palmer filed his resignation, ei- 
fective April 1, with -City Man- 
ager Elwin Alder on Monday.

“Best Of My Ability 


“T have done the job to the 
best of my ability, and I think 
I have done a good job. under 
the cjrcumstances prevailing. I 
am not ashamed of my record.” 

Asked if the council made ‘ref- 
erence to specific failures or 
other possible events which 
would provide a basis for their 
action, Chief Palmer said they 
only informed him he was not 
administering his department ef- 
ficiently. He said several’ re- 
commendations resulting from 
the study of the police depart- 
ment made a year ago had not 
been carried out to the council’s 
satisfaction, but added he had 
explained to the council why the 
recommended action was not 
feasible. He said several of the 
recommendations were things he 
had requested of the city council 
in previous years but they were 
not authorized earlier. 


“I'm Not Bitter" 


“T’m not mad at anybody, and 
I’m not bitter towatd the ecoun- 
cil,” the. chief philosophized. 
“They have a job to do, too, and 
if they think I’m not doing the 
best job, it is their duty to find 
a better man for chief. I will 
say that the police department 
has been the target for criticism 
for the past two years. I have 
invited inspection of our records 
and work sheets by the council- 
men, but they have never com- 
plied. 

“TI chose to retire to protect 
myself and my family regarding 
retirement benefits. If I had ac- 
cepted a reduction im rank, the 
council would necesarily have 
created a captaincy for» me that 
could have been abolished just 
as easily. In reading everything 
available on retirement benefits, 
I could find no definite assur- 
ance that I would not lose some- 
thing. financially,’’ he declared. 

“Tf I had ‘chosen to accept 
neither alternative, and request- 
ed a hearing, it would still have 
been at the risk of losing bene- 
fits. As it is I have fulfilled the 
required 20 yeats of service for 
full retirement pay, and I am 
satisfied to step out without cre- 
ating more tension within the 
city government.”’ 


**Morale Is Good" 


Asked about police department 
morale, Chief Palmer added, ‘‘I 
told the council the. departmental 
morale is as high now as it’s 
ever been. Of course we have 
personnel problems, but the mor- 
ale is good. Our only morale 
deficiency has resulted from the 
council’s desire to have the 
graveyard and day shifts over- 


lap, from 8 a.m. to 9:30 a.m. 


This gets the night shift to bed 
late in the day and we haven’t 
equipment for both shifts during 
the -1 1/2 hour lapover. 


As to future plans, the chief]: 


expressed a desire for a com- 
plete vacation rest, but indicat- 


ed he would take employment] ; 


later, ‘“‘I love to work with people 
and have done every kind of job 
to make a living, so I’m not 
sure what I will do,” he said. 

To a question as to reactions 
from his friends concerning the 
council action and his retirement, 
Chief Palmer said, ‘‘My phone 
at home has been busy for a 
week, and I’ve received calls 
here (at*the police station) and 
letters from people commending 
my service aS chief and offering 
to help in any way possible. I 
appreciate their friendship and 
value their support, but I have 
advised some against radical 
ideas and urged that any sup- 
port they give be level headed 
and reasonable.’ 

As to some citizens’ desire to 
have him. re-instated, despite his 
announced retirement, the chief 
said if it were possible for such 
to be accomplished legally, he 
would consider remaining as 
chief for two more years, ‘‘but 
only on my own terms. There 
would have to be some changes 
made.”* :

Readjustments Underway In City 
Hall; Fairness Must Prevail 


When people are involved in disputes. it is fitting to speak 
kindly of everyone concerned. 

Thus. we are referring to the situation now prevailing 
fm the Upland city hall. At least three principals and five city 
councilmen are involved in some “readjustments”. 

Mrs. Lillian Schubert for several years has been cashier 
in the city-owned water department. She has been also serv- 
ing as secretary of the city planning commission. She has 
pleased many residents through her kindness and considera- 
tion. Today, however, she is not a city employe. Except for 
recent incidents she probably would be happily on her job. 

Ralph H. Palmer, a very popular police officer and police 
chief for several years, will leave the city employ April 1. 

Elwin Alder. who is one year old as a city manager, 
possesses many outstanding qualities. He was chosen by the 
Upland city councilmen to succeed Richard G. Manley. It is 
the general feeling the choice was an excellent one. 

In his position, he is wholly responsible for the actions 
and performance of ALL city employes. He is in the same role 
as the manager of any private business. In other words, if he 
headed a private business and the city councilmen were his 
directors, changes in personnel would be made as the manage- 
ment and his directors deemed advisable. 

And so the city business is in the process of “readjust- 
ment.” It is feeling the effects of a new manager, of changes in 
operation, of new ideas, of employe “time studies” and other 
modern-day methods of public service. 

Without a doubt, the “new” management has made 
mistakes in dealing with individuals. His mistakes, trivial and 
otherwise, must be shared by the city councilmen. He has kept 
his five advisors and the legal counsel closely advised of all in- 
cidents and developments. He has not “gone it alone.” 

Municipal employes have their “rights” and one of them 
is the privilege of taking their cases to an “appeal board”, a 
local neutral group to hear and decide on the validity of griev- 
ances. Mrs. Schubert has indicated she will appeal to the 
board in an effort to regain her city hall position. 


The real issue in the current readjustments is answer 
to the question: “Who Is Running the City Affairs?” The issue 
is above personalities, and politics. 

The city councilmen have a grave responsibility in see- 
ing that municipal business is fairly and economically admin- 
istered. Mr. Alder, as the head of the city administration is in 
the role of giving the taxpayers the best service at the lowest 
possible cost. 

The current situation is very unfortunate but perhaps 
not too surprising. Most of you may know of private businesses 
that have had new managers — with some resulting changes 
in personnel. 

Mr. Manley served the city in an outstanding manner 
as the head of the city government for about 35 years. He 
established a strong foundation in city business and developed 
a fine organization. 

With the passing of time. Mr. Manley retired and Mr. 
Alder was advanced to the top position. 

Changes have been made in the city hall and other 
changes may follow as “readjustments” are effected to meet 
increased public services. 


The current situation is receiving much public attention 
due to the high regard in which the principals are held. In fact, 
many of Mr. Palmer’s many friends have expressed alarm over 
the turn of events concerning this’ unusually popular police 
officer. 

Tt is well known that in some circles among the most 
UNPOPULAR individuals in the community at this moment are 
Mr. Alder and the five city councilmen. 

In a city hall crisis, talk is free and easy. At the same 
time, management of a municipality in which $800,000 is spent 
annually must be serious business. Most taxpayers, hard 
pressed to meet their obligations, are concerned with dollars 
and cents — as well as personalities and the human element 
in city business. 

Mr. Palmer will be long remembered for his many acts 
of kindness, consideration and thoughtfulness in serving peo- 
ple. He is a real veteran employe and merits a high place for- 
ever in the city’s list of faithful. efficient public servants. 

This city has an enviable record in management-employe 
relations. Harmony among all individuals has been the rule 
throughout the years. 

We believe harmony will continue to be the rule if a 
spirit of fairness, kindness and consideration prevail.
